The fly maggot is also 
hatched out io latrines and ash 
pit refuse, aneli as bidding, 
straw, rags, paper, scraps of 
meat, fruit, &c., on which sub- 
st-ance the larvae aabaist after 
thev liatrli, which occurs in a- 
bout 12 days after the egg has 
been laid. It iseatimated th%t a 
sinj:!*' fly, laying 120 cffRs at a 
>ime, will producd a progeny a- 
monnting^ to aoxfilli<ma by the 
end of the season. 

The numbers of bacteria upon 
a single fly kave been proven to 
range all the way from 650 to 
6,600,000. The average for 414 
flies which were examined at the 
Agricultural Experiment Station 
at Storrs, Connecticut, last year 
was 1,260,000 bacteria apiece. 
This represents about the num- 
ber of bacteria that enter the 
human system when one swal- 
lows a glass of liquid into whicii 
some fly has perhaps fallen, to 
be removed by a slovenly waiter 
without the liquid being thrown 
away.

"The Aldrich plan to tax net 
earnings of corporatious, when 
compared to an income tax, is 
only another way to shift the 
burden of the tix to the con- 
sumer and prodncer at. the bot- 
tom. If a mas's income is 150,- 
000 and the Irw tells him he 
roust pay 2 per cent on that in- 
come to the Government, there 
is no way for him to shift that 
tax. But if it is a corporation 
tliat has an income vi 150,000, 
and the Oovernment comes along 
and puts a 2 per cent tax on 
those earnings, the corporation 
tarns around and adds the tax 
to the price of the jioods it sells, 
or takes enough from the wages 
of Hi tki^'i to oukke ap the dif' 
ference. Tfa«t la tfaedkBttioD in 
H nutshell." 

Many frieods of a genoine io> 
come tax believe that I'resident 
Taft has made a very serious 
Mvoder. One Republican said : 

"Mr. Taft is on record as fa- 
voring a straightout income tax. 
He has said in speeches and offi- 
cial messapes that he considered 
it unnecessary to amend the con- 
stitotion in order to have a per- 
fectly sound and legal income 
tax.
